Popular Novelist 
Passes Away. 


DEATH OF MR. GUY 
BOOTHBY. 


Wz regret to announce that Mr. 
Guy Newell Boothby, one of the most 
prolific and popular novelists of the 
present generation, died on Sunday at 
Boscombe, Bournemouth, in his 
thirty-eighth year, from th» effects of 
an attack of influenza. 

First known in this country after 
his adventurous erossing of Australia 
from North to South in 1891, Mr. 
Boothby commenced three years later 
that career as a writer of fiction which 
he pursued with indefatigable indus- 
try and unfailing resource until a few 
weeks ago, his most recent novel, “ A 
Crime of the Under Seas," having 
been published as recently as Friday 
last, following by only & few weeks 
“In Spite of the Czar,” his first com 
plete work of the present season. 

Probably the most successful and 
certainly the most widely-known of 
his books were “ Dr, Nikola,” which 
appeared in 1896, and its sequel, “ Dr. 
Nikola's Experiment," issued in 1899

is the rapid succession of incidents, 
His men and women, if theatrical, are

Taking his reputation a shade more 
seriously than was necessary, he experienced 
unaffeeted pleasure in relating the story of 
his -trials and- achievements. for the benefit 
of Young, England, and was probably more 
frequently photographed and interviewed than 
any other writer of the same age. 

His literary methods—the dicta'inz into a 
phonograph and the transcribing by secretaries 
—were gravely communicated to his circle 
of admirers, as wete also his likes and dislikes 
i. the matter of horses and dogs. 

Prize dogs, horzes-and cattle were among 
his chief hobbies, and his love of sport and 
outdoor exercise found outlets in fishing, 
driving, cycling, and boating. He was pas 
sionately fond of the river, and in his launch, 
Lone Star, was a well.known figure a year or 
iwo ago on the upper and middle reaches 
of the Thames.

While ` 
in the ordinary way his literary output would 
amount to about five or six thousand words 
daily, the amount of work he accomplished 
now and then was quite extraordinary. On 
one occasion, when other business had delayed 
the fulfilment of a contract for a serial story 
for a magazine, an urgent note reached bim 
from the editor. Mr. Boothby had, of course, 
already thought out his plot for the story, but 
as yet had not put pen to paper. Immediately 
on réceipt of the note, however, he set to work, 
and with scárcely a break save to snatch a 
hasty meal, dictated to an amantensis over 
twenty thousand words. A prodigious task, 
but then at times Mr. Boothby was capable of 
working at a rate that makes even the well- 
known capacity of the late Anthony Trollope 
look insignificant, 

People of the * superior " order have cavilled 
at Mr. Boothby’s “style.” The novelist’s 
answer to that would doubtless have been that 
he sought to interest people, to lift them, if 
only for a few hours, out of their dreary round 
of life. To do this in a perfectly healthy 
manner, without in the slightest degree resort- 
ing to the drab experiences of life is an achieve- 
ment not to be lightly dismissed. That Mr. 
Boothby did it is evidenced by all his books.

Plumage of Chickens, 


In place of the true coal-black chickens 
which one expects from the eggs of *the 
Langshan, they are almost white, with a 
little grey on the back and the head. 
One should never doubt that these chickens 
will one day a magnilicent black, 
decked with emerald, because it is nothing 
to go by, the lightest Langshans during 
their - young age often’ having — the 
most richly-coloured plumage when they 
are adults. As a matter of fact, wit 
regard to all pure breeds with black plu- 
mage, no chicken is born absolutely black. | 
With regard to the Créve Cour and the 
Spanish, the white, without being as

s no less abundant on the crop, under 
the neck, and at the ends of the wings.

Hints on Hedge-Making. 
. Planting on sites of old worn-out hedges 
is rarely attended with success unless the 
soil is moved or remade, As fences arc 
frequently placed on boundaries, and one 
may mot remove a neighbour's landmark, 
fences must necessarily be placed on old 
sites sometimes. When the old hedgerow 
is stubbed or stumped up, the carth re- 
quires to be laid on one side, and a wide, 
eep, new bed made from the adjoining soil, 
the earth from the old bed being put back 
to fill in the hole made. 1t is advisable 
to trench in dung with the new earth, as 
the old hedge, having cropped the land for 
a long period, has exhausted a large 
amount of nourishment from the soil. 


There is ho actual evidence that there is | 


an accumulation of injurious matter from 
the old hedge, though it is usually pre- 
sumed that there is; but experience shows 
it is necessary to remove the upper portion 
of the soil. If the new soil is obtained 
within reach of a spade-throw it will be 
sufficiently fresh, and it is not necessary 
to go to the further expense of carting 
from a distance. A quick hedge is a 
narrow belt of trees kept from spreading 
too widely and from attaihing too great 
height,. but a considerable amount of 
growth takes place annually, calling upon 
the land on which it stands for sustenance. 
For some years the roots remain within 
a limited space, and it is specially neces- 
sary to provide a supply of plant-food 
near. It has, therefore, been found

of any exact trihls with artificial manures, 
though there seems no reason why they 
should not of practical value; but 
highly concentrated and soluble ` nitro- 
genous manures, if applied liberally, would 
in all probability conduce to over-rapid 
growth for a time.

Phos- 
yhatic and potassic manures could do 
ain harm, and might be highly bene- 
cial. 


The Cabbage Root Fly. 


The little fly which is the subject of one 
of the latest leaflets issüed by the Board 
of Agriculture’ is a grevious st on cub- 
bage and allied crop plants, both in 
Great Britain and in America. The plants 
which are attacked are checked in_growth, 
their leaves discolour,- wither, and wilt; 
while infested. parts become slimy, rotting 
takes place, and the plant dies away. 
The maggot has been found at work on 
the cauliflower, turnip, and swede. Very 
early sown plants are noticed largely to 
escape, and temperature seems to be the 
important factor*in this connection. Early 
setting out, however, is not always prac- 
ticable, and even early planted cabbages 
may not escape attack. Protecting the 
cabbages and cauliflowers by means of 
tarred paper or cards is a preventive 
measure which has met with success in 
America. The protection by this method 
was successful with 7,000 plants in one 
case and with 10,000 in another. Slinger- 
land satisfied himself by cxperiment of 
its great usefulness, the flies not being 
able to get near enough to the proteeted 
plants for their egg-laying; presumably 
maggots from any. eggs laid beyond the 
extent of the card are unable to reach 
the plants.
